SACHAMUXTO, May G.—The McKinley 


enthusiasts completely 
captured the 


Republican 
state convention today, 


although the district delegates elected 
from the Fourth Congressional district 
were unpledged and are avowedly Alli- 
son supportora. The Filth district dele- 
gates will probably be of the earae prin- 
cipal complexion, but the other fourteen 
are bound to MeKinley by the strongest 
pledges that could be framed. 


The convention assembled at 10.30 a. 


m. The committee on organization re- 
ported in favor of making the temporary 
officers permanent. 
The report aleo 


recommended the nomination of presi- 
dential electors and of a lieutenant gov- 
ernor. An attempt to consider the re- 
port seriatem failed and the report was 
adopted. 


The committee on credentials re- 


ported next. Alameda county primary 
delegates 
were 
seated. Sacramento 


county's regularly appointed delegates 
were eeated. The Spreckels delegates 
from San Francisco were recognised and 
seated, as were the Forty-first Assembly 
district 
primary 
delegates. In the 


Thirty-second district the primary dele- 
cation was seated, but the Thirty-third 
district delegation was thrown out com- 
pletely on account of fraud. The com- 
mittee decided that the proxies used by 
the Spear committee in San Francisco 
to cull primaries were forgeries and 
therefore the meeting was illegal. 


Another portion of the credentials 


report waa a recoiLmeudatiou that 
primaries he held hereafter instead of 
the appointment of delegates by county 
or concessional committees. The roll 
call was tho first test o( strength of the 
opposing Snreckcls and Spear factions. 
Los Angeles voted 6(1 noes and 7 ayes. 
Alaraeda voted aye. The south was 
well together, and as tho roll call 
progressed it was seen that Spreckels 
would win. The motion to conoider 
fleriatem was lost, 477 to 99. 


Taylor of Alameda, representing the 


unseated delegation from that county, 
was given the iloor and made a speech 
protesting against the report. The

tee declared adopted. 


Kowalskyof San Francisco was recog-

committee as unfair, and was becoming 
more and more vitriolic in his words 
when ho was shut off oil a point of 
order. 


Kuef of San Francisco was attempting 
to talk but was abut off because he was 
not a delegate. This settled the ques- 
tion, and the San Francisco Spreckels 
delegation marched to their seats amid 
cheers. 


Obrien of San Franscico, one of the 


unseated delegates, jumped on his chair 
and denounced the convention aa an A. 
P. A. council. The Spear delegates filed 
sadly from the hall and one big tight of 
the convention was over. 


The A.P.A., althoiiEh not obtrusively 


conspicuous, played an important part 
in the convention. The strength of the 
order was shown in the ballot for dele- 
gatea-at-large when the solid A.P.A. 
vote went for Cleaves, who received 210 
votes. He was not on the elate, how- 
ever, and otlier combinations beat him 
out.The program as outlined by the lead- 
ers went through smoothly. Occasion- 
ally there was an attempt on the part of 
a few unruly ones to break away, but 
they were •hopelessly in the minority 
and soon gave up. 


Recess was then taken to await the 


report of the committee on platform. 


THE PLATFORM.

The platform demands such nationa 


legislation on foreign immigration ai 
will effectually keep out of the country 
all contract laborers, paupers, criminals 
and diseased persons and classes whose 
teachings and presence disturb the socia 
peace and order, and demands such 
changes in the naturalization laws aa 
will prevent foreign-born citizens, unfit 
to exercise the franchise, from becoming 
citizens, and further declares that future 
treaties with other nations should pro 
vide for the reciprocal deportation of 
criminals and insane so as to muko each 
nation provide for its own. 


While recognizing the right to estab- 


lish schools through private enterprise, 
;he platform demands that none but 
non-sectarian free public schools shall 
receive public aid. It indorses the 
proposition that farmers' labor and 
products should be prptected, and as 
trices obtained by the farmers have 
ately been unremunerative, hence it 
approves the plan that the national gov 
srnment should reduce 
the cost of 


transportation on staple agricultural 
products from American to foreign sea- 
ports, and favors the use of a limited 
portion of the United States customs for 
this purpose. The party is pledged to 
enact such laws, and is pledged to legis- 
lation thoroughly protecting the dairy 
interests and public from imposition in 
the sale of dairy produce. 


It favors such aid and protection to 


the miners as will enable them to ob- 
tain and to develop their property and 
encourage all kinds of mining, includ- 
ing hydraulic mining; advocates a re- 
vision ol the tariff laws upon the basis 
of 
the American protective system; 


condemns the policy of the Democratic

In these good Democratic tiuoos when

We are breeding these indin- 
unts; wetire neinj* them in the construc- 
tion ol multi-mill ion tiirog, and they 
must iu some poor way be cared for, for 
they have acquired tho •unfortunate 
habit of living and it clings to them 
tenaciously. IE they are genuinely and 
necessarily poor they must be fed and 
clothed, and if they tire impoetc'ra they 
must Boonor or later be jailed, for iu 
dealing with the fever which in recent 
years baa aeized on the body politic tbe 
wisdom oE man eusmeate but two lem- 
cdies, a poultice or a blister; it pre- 
Bcribea no internal mudiciue. Bo the in- 
creaeitiy poor we Iiuve with us, and in 
Fresno county, aa elsewhere, tho rtuhlic 
expends thousands of dollars annually 
iu feeding them. I-do not believe that 
these poor are necessary; I firmly be- 
lieve that the Almighty baa given to 
this eartli tho capacity to comfortably 
feed aud clothe all men who dwell upon 
it, but while unwise lawa breed paupura 
aud millionaires, and while to euggeat a 
remedy ia to be scouted as a crauk by a 
majority ot mankind, I want it dis- 
tinctly understood that 1 utter no pro- 
test agai.net bearing my little part of-Urn 
duty of feeding the poor. The condi- 
tion, with its poverty-stricken wretches, 
is with us, and if men will not remedy 
it, they should at least eeo tbat nobody 
starves. 


But while a well-meaning citizen may 


cheerfully pay hia share toward tbe aup- 
port of the poor, 1 wish to mako it per- 
fectly clear that I, for onu, object to con- 
tributing anything to the sharks, and 
cormorants who prey 01 the county's 
paupers. If any-stray nickel of mine 
reaches their greedy pjcketa, it will be 
aguiuat my most earnest protest. Think 
of a woman who lias but $15 a month to 
stand between herself and her child- 
ren, on the ouo hand, and atarvation.on 
the other hand—think of such a one 
being compelled to pay Jfl.75 of that 
Burn (nearly 12 per cent) to one of these 
human vultures! Clearly the people 
who obtain such warrauta must nave 
them cashed without delay. Think of 
creatures who will prey upon tbe neces- 
sities of Biich want-driven unfortunates! 
They charge, says tho KWDULIUAN'B re- 
port, front 5 to 15 per cent for discount- 
ing warrants which have to run only 
from two or three up to twenty or thirty 
days, and, ao far aa they are able, they 
repeat the process every month. We 
pay to our destitute enough to keep them 
mo it miserably through the year, and 
of the year's stipend these fellows take 
the pittance of a month or more. Shame 
does not deter them. If a person were 
acquainted only with the habits of ani- 
mals other than man, he would not be- 
lieve such callous selfishness a possibil- 
ity ; the man who knows man must 
shamefacedly confess that It ia. 


I am informed that aomeof these or ea- 


turea who fatten on the woes ot oth- 
ers are members of Fresno churches. 
May the Lord pity the church that can 
get rid of Buch a member and does not 
do it, and may He equally pity a church 
which has euch a member and does not 
try to be rid of him. Does ouch a one 
contribute money to your church 1 There 
are blood and teare on every dollar of it. 
The church that esteems such a man 
pood enough for it ifl a long way from 
the One who eaid: "Sail that tliou hast 
and give to the poor." One may admire 
'be courage of a train robber, but even 


is poor privilege ie denied to ua in 
nnection with tlie follow who crushes 
e victims under the mantle of law.
